5K race raises funds for tornado recovery 
in Chapman, attracts 200 competitors

Registration forms for the Chapman 5K tor- 
nado relief race had to be recycled to admit the 
more than 200 people who showed up Labor Day 
morning to raise funds for the Kansas town's re- 
covery. 

Race director Aaron Rickley told race volun- 
teers to turn the sheets over and continue admit- 
ting participants just minutes before the run be- 
gan in order to accommodate all the would-be 
racers. 

An EF-3 tornado collided with the town 
June 11, destroying Chapman elementary, middle 
and high schools in addition to many homes and 
two churches, according to the race's Web site. 
Though Chapman has played host to several fun- 
runs over the years, the 2008 Labor Day festivi- 
ties began with a specific cause in mind. 

"We're going to donate all money raised 
to the schools, and then local churches," Rick- 
ley said. "Hopefully, we can build up our funds 
to benefit other disaster relief funds throughout 
Kansas in the future." 

The Manhattan Running Company, Junc- 



tion City radio stations KJCK-FM 97.5, KJCK-AM 
1420, KQLA-FM 103.5, Coach's Bar and Grill, 
the Chapman Lions Club, Boyd's Clothing, Chap- 
man Community Pride Committee and Commu- 
nity Foundation of Dickinson County sponsored 
the event. Winners in each age bracket received 
$25 gift certificates to the Manhattan Running 
Company. 

Chapman native Scott Murrison returned to 
his hometown with his family to show his support 
for the relief fund. Years ago, Murrison traced the 
race's route as a Chapman High School cross- 
country athlete. Monday, he crossed the finish 
line holding his 7-year-old's hand. 

"It's hard to get your bearings with some of 
the houses missing," Murrison said. "But Chap- 
man pride doesn't end with graduation." 

K-State senior in kinesiology and Manhattan 
Running Company employee Kory Cool was the 
first runner to pass the stop clock, 15 minutes and 
22 seconds after beginning the race. 

"The race directors paid for someone from 
Kansas City to certify the course, which meant a 
lot to me," Cool said. "There was a good turnout 
for a great cause. I hadn't seen Chapman before 
and I can't believe how bad [the damage] is."

Zimbra 
to replace 
WebMail

Zimbra Collaboration Suite, 
an integrated calendar and e-mail 
system, will replace K-State's cur- 
rent e-mail client, WebMail, and 
calendar system, Oracle K-Calen- 
dar, beginning in January 2009. 

Zimbra is essentially a com- 
bination of WebMail and Oracle 
K-Calendar. It will provide users 
with an easier way to schedule 
calendar items, organize their e- 
mail with 6 gigabytes of space, fil- 
ter unwanted e-mail solicitations 
and access their files remotely. 

Provost Duane Nellis said 
the new system will provide bet- 
ter services, functionality and ac- 
cess. For the first time, alumni 
will be included in the transition 
to the new system, as well as stu- 
dents and faculty. 

James Lyall, associate vice- 
provost for information technol- 
ogy services, said data from a sur- 
vey and needs analysis collected 
in spring 2008 showed "a clear 
desire from all K-State constitu- 
ents for an integrated e-mail and

The Riley County Police 
Department arrested a man 
for allegedly selling 1 pound of 
methamphetamine to an un- 
dercover agent. 

The arrest was made in 
the parking lot of Chili's Grill 
and Bar at Manhattan Town 
Center. 

The street value of 
the meth is approximately 
$45,000. 

"This is the largest seizure 
during a controlled buy [in Ri- 
ley County]," said RCPD Capt. 
Tim Hegarty. 

Hegarty is leading an on- 
going investigation into the 
sale and distribution of meth 
in Manhattan and Riley Coun- 
ty, according to an RCPD 
press release. 

Hegarty could not com- 
ment on the investigation oth- 
er than to say it began as an

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Beach Museum acquires 150 Warhol photos, mostly portraits

K-State's Beach Museum of Art 
is home to thousands of works of 
art. Some of the most famous col- 
lections include that of K-State 
graduate John F. Helm, famous 
glassblower Dale Chihuly and now 
premier American pop artist Andy 
Warhol. 

The museum has become 
the owner and recipient of more 
than 150 of Warhol's photographs 
through the efforts of curators Bill 
North and Elizabeth Seaton and 
the newly founded Andy Warhol 
Photographic Legacy Program at 
the Andy Warhol Foundation. 

As for the photographs, a ma- 
jority of the collection are portraits, 
though a select few of the gelatin sil- 
ver prints depict scenes from War- 
hol's everyday life, like a disheveled 
bed or a portrait of embracing sib- 
lings. 

Of the photographs, the muse- 
um's collection also contains a few 



images of famous people, including 
a portrait of Bianca Jagger, and a 
gelatin silver print of Carrie Fisher, 
who was the original Princess Leia. 
A portrait of golfer Jack Nicklaus 
is also featured among an array of 
lesser-known subjects. 

Some of the portraits are a bit 
risque in nature, including full fron- 
tal and rear portraits of the male 
physique. 

"[The photographs] provide an 
opportunity to look at an important 
but relatively unknown aspect of 
Warhol's artistic practice and help 
to broaden and deepen our under- 
standing of his better-known work," 
North said. 

The Andy Warhol Photograph- 
ic Legacy Program was created in 
2007 in commemoration of the 
Foundation's 20th anniversary. 

"One of the primary objectives 
of the Photographic Legacy Pro- 
gram was to place the photos in de- 
serving collections that would oth- 
erwise be unable to acquire them," 
North said. 



Through this program, K- State 
and 182 other museums each re- 
ceived about 150 of Warhol's pho- 
tographs, out of a total 28,500 pola- 
roids and gelatin silver prints. 

Angelique Rabus, K-State grad- 
uate student and instructor in pho- 
tography, is responsible for some of 
the work involved with the exhibit. 

"I will be doing inventory on 
each image along with research on 
the subjects and their connections 
with Andy Warhol," Rabus said. 

Some students who have al- 
ready heard about the acquisition 
are interested. 

"[The exhibit] is a good thing 
for the museum and for the stu- 
dents and faculty of K-State," said 
Ashley Driver, senior in art history. 
"Having such a well-known and re- 
spected artist from the 20th century 
displayed in the Beach will certain- 
ly help in bringing more patronage 
to the museum." 

The museum will display the 
photographs within the next year, 
possibly as soon as this spring.

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Vice presidential vice? 

McCain's VP pick of Alaska governor might be a strategic error

What exactly can one 
make of the vice presidential 
candidates? 

Joseph Biden is a logical, 
if slightly conventional, selec- 
tion. Because of his long and 
illustrious career as a sena- 
tor, he carries a good deal 
of automatic name recog- 
nition. He also has diverse 
experience in foreign poli- 
cy, and he's a fearsome de- 
bater. 

He does, of course, 
also occasionally have laps- 
es in tact. Most recently, he 
made headlines by describ- 
ing - of all people - Sen. 
Barack Obama as an "artic- 
ulate and bright and clean 
African-American," a slip- 
pery kind of qualification 
which, though strictly true, 
probably had racial over- 
tones. 

To some, this is pre- 
cisely Biden's charm: he's 
an ordinary, plainspoken 
guy with a degree from a 
state school, a convention- 
al upbringing and the man- 
ners to match. 

As far as proper polit- 
ical affairs are concerned, 
his inclusion does shore up 
support in some critical ar- 
eas, namely among those 
who were concerned about 
Obama's lack of experience 
in foreign policy and those 
who had concerns about 
his so-called "elitism." 

On the balance, Biden 
completes the ticket as well 
as anyone else did in the se- 



lection field. 

Sarah Palin, though, is a 
baffling choice. 

One's immediate analysis 
is almost embarrassing in its 
simplicity. Is it actually pos- 
sible that the GOP has blown 
its vice presidential pick to 
pander to women angered by 
what they saw as Hillary's ex- 
clusion from the process? 

It is worth remembering 
the immense sophistication 
and nuance of the GOP po- 
litical machine and its prov- 
en track record, but what else 
could this pick possibly be? 

Palin's dossier certain- 



ly doesn't suggest otherwise; 
she's inexperienced, nullifying 
the GOP's own mantra, and 
she's a governor sequestered 
in a noncontiguous state with 
little influence over national 
policy in an election of sena- 
tors with national experience. 

Though she is rather pop- 
ular in her home state, she has 
virtually no name recogni- 
tion in the rest of the country 
and is currently under inves- 
tigation for potential abuse of 
power. 

On the first point, neither 
McCain nor Palin represent 
the political interests of Clin- 
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ton's prospective voters. 

No woman who consid- 
ers herself a Clinton feminist 
will cast a ballot for a duo that 
does not favor coverage for 
contraceptives and does not 
support abortion rights. 

The "disenfranchised" 
will continue to complain vo- 
ciferously, and a few might 
even abstain in November, 
but those who cross the aisle 
will do so in small numbers. 

As for the second point, 
McCain has lost his only op- 
portunity to mute his detrac- 
tors on the far right, who re- 
member his moderate, "mav- 
erick" rhetoric. 

Selecting someone with 
strong conservative creden- 
tials was the only way to 
avoid a severely depressed 
evangelical vote, so he ef- 
fectively sealed his doom. 

Palin has some conser- 
vative positions, certain- 
ly, but not all of the correct 
ones and not in the pre- 
ferred tradition. The tick- 
et remains without genuine 
credibility. 

Based on all of this, I can 
only make the following 
conjecture: Palin was ob- 
viously not a departmental 
selection and was certainly 
not the choice of the main- 
stream GOP consortium. 

McCain must have made 
this choice largely — if not 
entirely - by himself, rela- 
tively free from outside in- 
fluence. Romney, Pawlen- 
ty, Ridge, Lieberman and 
a host of others, despite 
their weaknesses, are much 
better and more qualified 
choices. 

Palin is at best an un- 
orthodox choice, and at 
worst a fatal mistake.

near Akron, Ohio. 

While hot-tar roofing and 
whale autopsies may not have had 
much of an audience 30 years ago 
- when Americans understood

A 2007 report from the Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics lists occu- 
pations with the largest rate of job 
decline.

The number of people working 
as file clerks is expected to decline 
41 percent by 2016. Stock clerks 
and order fillers also are waning in 
popularity. 

These jobs are not necessarily 
dirty, but most of K-State's students 
aspire to bigger and better careers.

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Senior receives prestigious music scholarship

Cellist Sarah Bartel recently 
had years of practice pay off when 
she was awarded the Presser Un- 
dergraduate Scholarship. 

"The faculty picks the person 
who gets it, so it was a surprise 
to me," Bartel, senior in applied 
music, said. 

Bartel was selected from a 
group of juniors, all with 3.0 grade 
point averages or higher, who 
were considered for the scholar- 
ship. One music student is the re- 
cipient of the award each year. 

It is "the best scholarship the 
music department can give to an 
undergraduate," Bartel said. 

"It's called the Theodore Press- 
er Scholarship and is awarded 
by the Presser Foundation," said 
Gary Mortenson, professor of 
trumpet and head of the Depart- 
ment of Music, who coordinates 
the faculty vote for the award. 

"This foundation gives several 
hundred awards to deserving mu- 
sic students at the college level all 
across the United States." 

Students who receive this 
scholarship typically have several 
characteristics in common. 

"They are all exceptionally 
hard workers who go well above 
the minimum expectations for an 
undergraduate degree," Morten- 
son said. "They are all very fine 
musicians, and they all are excel- 
lent citizens and students in the 
department and beyond to the 
university. 

"You don't get this award if you 
go to classes and put in your time. 
You have to impress the entire 
music faculty as someone who re- 
ally cares about the department, 
the university and the discipline 
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of music." 

Bartel fits these descriptions, 
according to her cello professor, 
David Littrell, who nominated 
her for the honor. 

"She is 100-percent reliable in 
her attendance and completion 
of assignments," Littrell, a univer- 
sity distinguished professor, said. 
"She has the highest moral stan- 
dards and does many voluntary 
activities to help others - many 
more than I'm probably aware of. 
She doesn't trumpet her achieve- 
ments [and is] very modest." 

Bartel has a history of excel- 
lence in the music department, 
having been named the Outstand- 
ing Music Major of the Year both 
her freshman and sophomore 
years. 

Bartel had several favorable 
comments about the department 
itself. 

"Everyone knows everyone 
else, and the professors are al- 
ways so friendly and willing to 
talk to you and help you with 
your problems," she said. 

Not only does she play the 
cello, her primary instrument, 
but Bartel also plays the piano, 
double bass, and viola de gamba, 
a Baroque instrument. 

Music has been a large part of 
Bartel's life ever since her child- 
hood, when she began listening 
to classical CDs because of the 
influence of her mother, a pia- 
nist. 

Bartel said she remembers 
dancing to her mother's music 
with her sisters, who are also in- 
volved in music. 

Bartel has four other sisters - 
enough to make a family string. 
One sister is even a composer and 
writes music for Bartel. 

Bartel said she hopes to con-

Freeman, offense look sharp in season-opening rout

With members of the 1998 football team - 
one of the best Wildcat squads ever - present in 
the stands, a sense of deja vu came over many 
of the fans in Snyder Family Stadium as K-State 
rolled over North Texas Saturday, 45-6. 

The Wildcats (1-0) immediately made a state- 
ment defensively by forcing the Mean Green to 
punt on their first drive. After a 30-yard punt 
return by Deon Murphy, the stage was set for a 
quick strike, and junior running back Keithen

them." 

North Texas (0-1) couldn't find an offensive 
rhythm all day, gaining only 205 yards of to- 
tal offense. Sophomore quarterback Giovanni 
Vizza had the worst yardage game of his career, 
completing 16-of-29 for only 100 yards. 

"I feel like we did pretty decent," senior de- 
fensive end Ian Campbell said. "I'm very pleased 
with how the guys played, very happy with the 
effort, and we got the win." 

It was the Wildcats' first win since last sea- 
son against Baylor on Oct. 27, 2007. Prince em- 
phasized the importance of winning the game at 
hand - a message the players took to heart on 
Saturday. 

"This is a new year, and our team came to 
play," Freeman said. "I wish [North Texas] the 
best of luck with the rest of their season, but our 
boys came to play today." 



Valentine scored from four yards out on the first 
carry of his Wildcat career. 

"I can't explain it; it was just exciting," Valen- 
tine said. "I can't even describe it - it just felt so 
good." 

Valentine, however, did fumble on his sec- 
ond run, but ended the game with a team-high 
65 yards rushing on 13 carries. True-freshman 
tailback Logan Dold added nine carries for 53 
yards, becoming the first true-freshman running 
back in K-State history to appear in a season 
opener. 

"Anytime a running back fumbles, that is not 
very good," Prince said. "We have not had a lot 
of that, so we will have to address it." 

"Anytime you can have two kids run the ball, 
do a pretty good job and have a good average, 
you have to feel very positive," he said. 

Junior quarterback Josh Freeman looked 
poised and confident, going 18-of-24 for 232 
yards and three touchdowns to pass Chad May 
and Carl Straw for second on K-State's all-time 
passing list with 5,365 yards. He also added 
two touchdowns on the ground, tying his career 
high from last year against Baylor with five total 
touchdowns. 

"Today we were just trying to come out and 
play a solid game offensively, and I felt like we 
did that," Freeman said. "My teammates put me 
in a great position to be successful, and when 
they do that, it's my duty to get it done for

Retooled 
defense 
has strong 
showing

The message was sent 
when the Wildcats won the 
coin toss. 

Coach Ron Prince did 
something he's not used to 

- he deferred to the second 
half. He wanted his defense 
to set the tone for the game 

- and with members of the 
1998 team watching, the 
Wildcats displayed a defen- 
sive effort that would have 
made them proud. 

The K-State defense limit- 
ed North Texas to 205 yards 
of total offense and held the 
vaunted Mean Green pass- 
ing attack to a meager 100 
yards. 

The Wildcats used dif- 
ferent schemes to confuse 
sophomore quarterback 
Giovanni Vizza. 

The 3-4 defense was ab- 
sent throughout most of the 
game. The Wildcats used a 
3-3-5 and a 4-2-5 defensive 
alignment to attack an of- 
fense that ranked 18th in the 
nation last year in passing at 
289.7 yards per game. 

Prince said he was 
pleased with the effort of his 
defense. 

"I thought we got a lot 
to build on tonight," Prince 
said. "I was very concerned 
about this offense. I thought 
by and large our defense did 
a nice job." 

Junior linebacker Olu 
Hall lined up at defensive 
end on some snaps, and 
senior defensive end Ian 
Campbell even took some 
snaps at defensive tackle. 

Prince said this year's 
personnel allows them to 
move players around more. 

"We try to put people in 
a position to being able to 
make a play to get a match- 
up," he said. "I think that 
kind of versatility is what we 
were missing last year." 

Campbell said he was 
happy to move past the 2007 
season. 

"I feel like we did pretty 
decent," he said. "I feel like 
there's a lot of things we can 
get better at, though." 

The Wildcats at times 
struggled with their tackling 
and pass rush. Campbell said 
he expects that to improve 
throughout the season. 

"I'm going to allude to the 
fact that some guys missed 
some tackles due to some 
pregame jitters," he said. "I 
felt like we should have got- 
ten more pressure than we 
did sometimes and that lies 
on my shoulders and the 
other defensive linemen." 

As good as the defense 
was, the Wildcat first-team 
offense was even better. 

Quarterback Josh Free- 
man completed 18 of his 24 
passes for 232 yards, com- 
piling a quarterback rating 
of 197.45, which was the top 
mark of all performing Big 
12 quarterbacks this past 
weekend. 

Prince said he was im- 
pressed with the play of his 
quarterback. 

"I thought he was spec- 
tacular tonight considering

Wildcat volleyball falls short in tournament finale against home team Purdue

The K-State volleyball team opened its 
2008 campaign by winning two of three 
matches in the Mortar Board Premier on 
Friday and Saturday in West Lafayette, Ind. 

The No. 14 Wildcats (2-1) opened the 
tournament in style, recording back-to-back 
sweeps over Tennessee State and Duke, be- 
fore falling 1-3 to No. 25 Purdue in the tour- 



nament finale. 

K-State began tournament play with a 
Friday afternoon match-up against Tennes- 
see State, a match in which 11 Wildcats 
saw action. Strong defensive play was a key 
factor as the Wildcats topped the Tigers by 
scores of 25-14, 25-18 and 25-16. K-State 
recorded six total blocks and held its oppo- 
nent to a .038 hitting percentage. 

The team stayed hot as it recorded its sec- 
ond consecutive sweep in a Saturday morn- 



ing match against Duke, taking the match by 
scores of 25-22, 25-19 and 25-18. The Wild- 
cats used aggressive play to outmuscle the 
Blue Devils, pounding out 49 kills to Duke's 
29. 

Nataly Korobkova and Rita Liliom led all 
scorers with 15 and 13 kills, respectively. 

K-State's victory over Duke set the stage 
for a battle of undefeated squads in the tour- 
nament finale against tournament host Pur- 
due, which also won its first two matches. 



The Wildcats fell by scores of 23-25, 25- 
22, 23-25 and 18-25 in a tightly contested 
match. 

Despite the loss, the team continued to 
play aggressively as it tallied 50 kills, but 
the Boilermakers proved to be the stronger 
team as they topped the Wildcats in hitting 
percentage, blocks and kills. The loss was 
the first of the season for the Wildcats, and 
it denied head coach Suzie Fritz her 150th 
career victory.

Student relies on faith to help 
freshmen in uncertain times

As many college students 
become seniors, they rue 
their year as freshmen, seek- 
ing to distance themselves 
from those first awkward 
months of settling into a new 
life.

"I feel like when we come 
to college, our worlds are very 
small," she said. "I challenge 
the girls to enlarge their view 
of life." 

To make her own world 
larger, Spare spent six weeks 
in Nigeria during summer 
2007. The mission trip, which 
involved working with other 
college students, opened her 
eyes to realities she said many 
people in the United States 
do not consider. 

"They have to trust God a 
lot more, just for simple things 
like food and water," she said. 
"It was an adjustment to come 
back here."

"I was very prideful when

reasons," Spare said. "The sec- 
ond time, I really wanted to 
do it to be another influence 
and resource for students in 
residence halls. 

"I wanted young women 
to embrace who they are, to 
be OK with their weirdness 
and the fact that they may 
like tortilla chips with their 
mac and cheese." 

Spare, who said she loves 
theater because "it's a repre- 
sentation of someone's view 
of the world" and a "collab- 



orative art," hopes to teach 
middle-school English or 
high-school theater to contin- 
ue helping people to find and 
pursue their passions.

calendaring system." 

"Zimbra was chosen 
because it will most ef- 
fectively meet the needs 
and requests of the cam- 
pus," he said. 

One very important 
aspect of the new system 
will be the superior spam 
filtering. The needs analy- 
sis showed a need for bet- 
ter spam controls. In ad- 
dition, Zimbra's 6GB of 



space will replace Web- 
Mail's current 20 mega- 
bytes of storage space. 

Zimbra also allows 
students to send and re- 
ceive large attached files 
up to 15MB compared to 
WebMail's 10MB. This 
means e-mailing large at- 
tachments like photos 
will be easier. 

Only BlackBerry us- 
ers can synchronize their 
phones with WebMail. 
Oracle K-Calendar does 



not support synchroniza- 
tion. Zimbra will support 
a much wider range of 
accessibility with hand- 
held and mobile devices 
for both calendar and e- 
mail functions. 

Committees designed 
to help support this new 
system and a campus- 
wide collaboration ef- 
fort are in the works be- 
fore Zimbra is phased in 
over the next six to 18 
months.

investigation into a burglary. 

Director of Counseling Services Bill Arck said meth use 
on K-State's campus is not a problem, consisting of less than 
1 percent of total drug use on campus. 

"It is a problem for those who use it," Arck said. "I think 
it would be very difficult to be a student on meth. You only 
think about doing more meth." 

Capt. Don Stubbings with the K-State Police Depart- 
ment agreed with Arck. The campus police have not made 
any arrests for the use of meth in the past year. 

"We see a very small amount of meth use on campus," 
Stubbings said. "The reason why is due to the destructive na- 
ture of the drug."

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meth is a drug originally used as a nasal decongestant and 
bronchial inhaler.
